Fourteen women were awakened yesterday 


morning at the quarters of the engine com- 
pan at East Ninety-fifth street and Cottage 


Grove avenue by the cry of “ first call oor 


breakfast“ 


The fourteen managed to get as tar as 
Ninety-ütth street during the blizzard of 
Wednesday, but they could not reach their 
homes in Fernwood, Roséland, Burneide, 


Pullman, and West Pullman. The firemen 


turned their dormitory over to the women for 
the night and served coffee and Rr: e 
at daylight. 

Thirty-five other women and one small boy, 
all of whom lived nearer the engine house 
than the fourteen, were entertained by a 


mandolin chorus until the storm blew itself 
out and they were, able to go home with 
the aid of the firemen. 


Two More Deaths Reported. »

sent two women who were found uncon- 


scious in a snowdrift at Bast Ninety-sixth 


street and St. Lawrence avenue to his own 
home to be cared for and to spend the night.

Mr. Roosevelt, while approving the anti- 
trust law, holds it cannot by itself accom- 
plish more than a tréfiing part of the regula- 
tion of big business which it needs. | Presi- 


dent Taft asserts the anti-trust law is only ; 


in need of supplemental! legislation and that 
| it must be enforced, unless we are to banish 
| individualism from all business and reduce 

it to one common system of regulation like 
| that which now prevails with respect’ to 

public utilities, and which when applied to 
all business would be a long step toward 
state socialism. 

Mr, Roosevelt wants all business into which 
the element of monopoly enters to be care- 
fully supervised, regulated, and controlled 
by governmental authority. He is willing, if 
necessary, to bring the regulation of big cor- 


tions so that the wageworker shall have a 
wage more than sufficient to cover the bare 
cost of living, and hours of labor not so ex- 
cessive as to wreck his strength. Nor does 
he belleve the country should shrink from 
governmental control of monopoly prices. 

President Taft advocates voluntary incor- 
portation for interstate enterprises. The 
regulations he proposes does not go as far 
‘as that. advocated by Mr. Roosevelt. 


Views on Presidential Primary. 

Col. Roosevelt urges presidential prefer- 
ence primaries. President Taft is not on 
record in a public speech on this subject, 
but he used his influence with the Republican 
national committee in December against 
anything of the kind. 

Mr. Roosevelt believes in the election of 
United States senators by direct vote of the 
‘people. In his speech of acceptance of the 
Republican nomination in 1908 Mr. Taft said: 

With respect to the election of senators 
by the people, personally I am inclined to 
‘favor it; but it is hardly a party question.” 
Mr. Roosevelt believes in the initiative and 
the referendum in order to make good legis- 
‘jative failure to act. Mr. Taft is hotly op- 
‘posed to this principle, though in 1907 he 
said. a referendum under certain conditions 
and limitations in the subdivisions of a state, 
on certain issues, might be helpful and use- 
ful. 

Both President Taft and Col. Roosevelt are 
on record in favor of a national workmen's 
compensation act.

Twentieth Century Club. 


ILLIAM WAT2#ON, British poet laure- 
ate, rebukes the busy man of affairs 
for his scorn of poetry, for his insis- 
tence that there is no place for the 
muse in this swift moving world. 
It ie the tedium of this age that is what 
most often depresses man,” Mr. Watson said 
in a discourse last night before members of 
the Twentieth Century club at the residence 
of Frederick B. Tuttle, 2022 Michigan avenue. 
He said: There is no leisure for the muse. 
The motor and aeroplanes are used principally 
as @ means for man’s mad escape from uni- 
versal slowness.” 
He was applauded by a fashionable audience. 
Mr. Watson deprecates the modern nove as 
“an enemy of literature” and offers the Bible 
as the greatest example of perfect narrative— 
“an epic of breadth that deals with nothing 
but huge elemental facts and events.” He 
said that in Milton the art of poesy had its 
greatest master.

Here are some of the things he said: 

There is no antagonism between poetry 
and science, because poetry is the breath 
and fire of all knowledge. - 

A poet to be really a poet, no matter oo 
he may strike in the past, must live in 
present, with nothing of the mustiness of 
antiquity in him, 

The more we know of this cosmos the 
more we are inspired by it—a prodigious, 
ingenious contrivance; an illimitable clock- 
work that is rather terrifying in its ada- 
mantine regularity; the iron routine of the 
universe. 4 

England's living si rs succeed in reach- 
ing only a pitiful audience because of the 
caprices of temperamental criticism.

Bubble and Squeak: Roast Beef Economy 


‘ BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
UBBLE and squeak is a humble but lit- 
erary dish. That is to say, it has found 
a place for itself in English literature, 
as did many euch compounds when 
dishes were fewer, but far more dis- 
tinguished, 

Frank Schloesser in his book, “The Cult of 
the Chafing Dish,” says: 

“Not to know bubble and squeak is to ad- 
mit one’s ignorance of the good things of this 
earth.” 

He gives an old Cornish version, saying that 
there may be others, but there can be none 
better. 

“The dish needs cabbage, and it is most 
practical to get a young, fresh cabbage, boiled, 


pressed, and chopped into shreds before you. 


begin the actual cooking. It saves time and 
trouble. Put a tablespoon of butter in the 
chafing dish, also one chopped onion and the 
cabbage. Let it frizzle and absorb the butter. 
Just before boiling, add gradually a cupful 
of milk, pepper and salt. As soon as it boils 
up, take it off and put it aside in a hot dish. 
Now heat up three underdone slices of cooked 
cold roast beef in two tablespoons of butter, 
turning them equently, so that they shall 
be well cooked on both sides, and a tablespoon 
of Worcestershire sauce and the same of vine- 
gar. Now make a mound of the cooked cab- 
bage and put the slices of well done meat 
around it upright. You will regret that you 
did not cook double the quantity.”

An old and musical cook sets this idea of 
beef and cabbage to music in D flat minor or 
sharp major—take your choice—and both 
airs look simple as written, The following 
Are his directions: 

“For this, as for hash, select those parts of 
the joint that have been least done. It is gen- 
erally made with cold boiled salted beef, 
sprinkled with a Httle pepper and just lightly 
browned with a bit ot butter in the fry 
pan. If it is fried too much it will be ha 
Boil a cabbage, squeeze it quite dry, and chop 
it small. Take the beef out of the frying 
pan and lay the cabbage in it, sprinkle a little 
pepper and salt over it, keep the pan moving 
over the fire forja few minutes, Lay the 
cabbage in the middle of a dish and the meat 
around it.“ 

A wow wow sauce was one of the sauces 
served with this as with stewed beef. 

WOW WOW SAUCE (old recipe)—Chop some 
parsley leaves very fine, Quarter two or three 
pickled cucumbers or walnuts, divide them into 
small squares and set them ready. Put into 
a saucepan a bit of butter as big as an egg. 
When it is melted stir in a tablespoonful of 
fine flour and about half a pint of beef broth. 
Add a tablespoon of vinegar, the like quantity 
of mushroom catsup, or port wine, or both, 
and a teaspoonful of made mustard. Let these 
simmer together until as thick as you wish 
it; put in the parsley and pickles to get warm 
and serve in a sauce tureen.

Another old recipe for bubble and squeak 
reads: Chop small some boiled white cabbage. 
Season it with pepper and salt and fry it in 
a little butter. Pepper and broil some slices 
of cold boiled salted beef. Put the fried cab- 
bage into a dish and lay around it the slices 
of broiled beef and serve very hot. The beef

HERE wes to be detected upon Mr. 

Hamlin Garland’s alert features last 

evening the placid smile of the chau- 

vinistic cat who ate the exotic canary. 

Lest that observation be too cryptic 
for general understanding it may be ex- 
plained, in another metaphor, that Mr. Gar- 
land in the preliminary counsels of the Chi- 
cago Theater society swung the rough ax of 
the pioneer, desiring to cut a way for the 
American drama through the ancient fungi 
of classic tradition. 

Like all pathfinders, Mr. Garland had his 
troubles. He was referred to, for instance, 
as a lowbrow, than which there is no 
more scathing an epithet in the argot of the 
circle that he adorns. Still he persisted, ac- 
cording to the information at hand, and he 
emerged last night victoriously if not tri- 
umphantly through the medium of The 
Maternal Instinct;” the product of Robert 
Herrick, who hails from under the Midway's 
éreaming spires, and of Harrison Rhodes of 
Broadway and Forty-second street. An 
“American” combination surely. 

Mr. Garland's smile had a dual inspira- 
tion. First, The Maternal Instinct” was 
good; second, the audience thought it good. 
The polite and, perhaps, servile plaudits 
for Moliere, Ibsen, and minor-Pinero gave 
way to genuine enthusiasm for Herrick- 
Rhodes. It may be that there was some- 
thing red-white-and-blue about the demon- 
stration or that Messrs. Herrick and Rhodes 


| were, like Peer Gynt, when the yacht blew 


up, especially favored and protected, But 
Mr. Garland was vindicated, at any rate, in 
his chauvinism, and those present enjoyed 
a play full of vitality, character, blood, and 
nerve. It may not be said that The Ma- 
tertial Instinct”’ is enormous,“ for it is 
not a masterpiece. Nor may it be said that 
it is Uttle enough to be commercially suc- 
cessful. It is, however, even more than a 
harbinger—and the colaboration may be ex- 
pected to compose something later that will 
cause us to point with pride to our Amer- 
ican drama.

Also 
the dialogue and situations were copious, 
continuing the action long after their dra- 
matic value had been exhausted. The first 
scene was interminable in its retrospect, when 
the whole affair might have been explained as 
Mr. Stevens would say, ding! Still, it 
was a serious mission which Mr. Herrick 
started. and which Mr. Rhodes guided into

One of the most difficult and doubtful of 
the public questions taken up by Mr. Roose: 
velt in his remarkable address before the 
Ohio constitutional convention was that of 
the recall, and especially the recall of the ju- 
diciary. There is no proposition upon which 
or progressive 
Democrats are less agreed among them- 
selves, and a man of less courage and candor 
might have avoided it. But Mr. wevelt’s 
views, as those of an advanced, though real 
ly conservative, leader of progressive 
thought will carry great weight in the 
country. 

As to the recall of executive officials, Mr. 
Roosevelt does not believe it is necessary 
where terms of office are short. and in any 
event he recommends that it be so limited as 
to be available only when there is a wide- 


| spread and genuine public feeling among 


the majority of voters.” 

As to the recall of the judiciary, Mr. 
Roosevelt is still more conservative. He 
quotes “one of the ablest jurists in the 
United States, a veteran in the service & 
the people,” who declares that the two 
causes of the agitation for the recall of 
judges are, first, that “the administration 


of justice has withdrawn from life and be- 


come artificial-and technical,” and, second, 
that courts have abused the power to declare 
laws constitutional and have become law- 
making instead of law enforcing agencies. 


Nevertheless, he affirms the importance. 


of sustaining an independent and upright 
judiciary which fearlessly stands for the 
right, even against popular clamor,” he as- 
serts his’ belief in “the cumulative value 
of the law and in its value as an impersonal, 
disinterested basis of control,“ and in the 
“necessity of the court’s interpretation of 
the law as law, without the power to change 
the law or to substitute some other thing 
than law for it.” 

As to the recall, he declares: “I do not 
believe in adopting the recall save as a last 
resort, when it has become clearly evident 
that no other course will achieve the desired 
result.” And even in the flagrant case of 
the New York decision against the work- 
men's compensation act, later reversed in 
the federal Supreme court, he declares that 
he would not have favored the recall, siuce 
the New York judges acted “ in accordance 
with their ideas of duty.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, however, proposes a check 
upon the present unlimited and final power 
of courts of last resort to declare la vs uncon- 
stitutional. He would not recall the judges, 
He would “ recall the decision.” 

There are sound reasons for being cautious about 
the recall of a judge who has rendered an 
unwise end { decision. Every public serv- 
ant, no matter how valuable, and not omitting 
Washington, or Lincoln, or Marshall, at times 
makes mistakes. Therefore, we should be cautious 
about recelling the judge, and We should be cau- 
tious about interfering in any way with the judge 


in decisions which he makes in the ordinary course 
ae between individuals. But when a judge decides 


the people as a whole can or cannot do, the 
| people should have the right to recall that dec!- 


sion it they think it wrong. 


This ts, in effect, te apply the principle of 
the referendum to that judicial lawmaking 


or unmaking which is involved in the power

If any considerable number of the people feet 
that the decision ſe in defiance of justice, they 
should be given the right by petition to bring be- 
fore the voters at some subsequent election, special 
or otherwise. as might be decided, and after the 
fullest opportunity for deliberation and debate, the 
question whether or not the judges’ interpretation 
of the constitution is to be sustained. If t ts sus-

the constitution definitely decided—subje¢t only te 
action by the Supreme court of the United States. 


Mr. Roosevelt's proposal avoids the grave 
danger of the recall as applied to the judge, 
which is in effect that it may shake the hand 
that holds the scales of justice, but it ad- 
dresses itself directly to the power no other 
courts in the world assume, that of nullify- 
ing law. And it does not prépose to destroy 
this power, only to place a check upon it,

ORD ROTHES, who is due in New York 
today on board the Lusitania, and who 
proposes to Spend some two months 
touring in the United States, extend- 
ing bis travele to the Pacific coast, is 
the nineteenth ear) of hie line and possesses, 
among a number of other queer hereditary 
prerogatives, the strange right of taking off 
the sovereign’s boots on the return of his 
majesty to his apartments on the conclusion 
of any state function or ceremony in Scot-

*‘ grand bootjack to the Scottish crown.” 

He is quite good looking, a fact which 
many people are disposed to aecribe to the 
cireumatance that, like the equally wen ta- 
vored Marquis of Exeter, he has u strong 
strain of peasant blood in his veins.

The earldom of Rothes is one of these 
Scotch peerages which descend through the 
female as well as through the male line, and 
out of nimeteen of its holders ten at least 
have been women. Lord Rothes’ grand- 
mother, Mary Countess of Rothes, was the 
eighteenth holder of the peerage. She was 
one of the children of the marriage between 
Henrietta Countess of Rothes and the peas- 
ant. 

Sporting people in America may be tnter- 
ested to know that the husband of the late 
Countess of Rothes and the grandmother of 
the present earl was Capt. Martin Haworth 
(to which he afterwards added the name of 
Leslie), who revived the fad for coaching 
and started the firat coach piying for hire, 
the “Old Times, which ran between London 

and Brighton. He was famous in his day 
as the best four-in-hand whip in England.

Charles II., wishing to recognize his great 
services to the crown by mortuary honors, 
gave orders that since he died while in the 
act of representing the sovereign he should 
be laid to rest with all the pomp and cere- 
mony reserved for the obsequies of monarchs. 

As the corpse had to be interred at Leslie, 
in Fife, it was necessary, of course, to con- 
vey it al) the way from Edinburgh at a fear 
ful expense. Charles II. forgot to pay the 
bill, ameéunting to millions of dollars, and 
died before it could be collected 

His surly successor and brother, James II., 
declined to admit tie obligation and the 
Leslie family was thus compelled to pay the 
entire expense, every rood of ifs land being 
mortgaged for the purpose. It is only in 
1880 that these liabilities were finally wiped 
out.

Lord Rothes, who is a representative peer 
of Scotland in the house of lords, is descend- 
ed, like the Leslies of Giasiough, in Ireland. 
from that Berthold who was one of the prin- 
cipal Magyar magnates who escorted Queen 
Margaret from Hungary to Scotland in 1067, 
in the reien of King Malcolm I. He won 
great favor of this king, whose eister he 
married. 

As Chamberlain to the queen it was hrs 
duty to accompany her when she traveled, 
and as there were not carriages in those 
days, she rode behind him upon a pillion.
